CHURCH SITES 


Religious Denominations in Brit. 
ish Columbia Want to Get 


Exemption 

(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire 

VICTURIA, Apri ¢ Ciuiming that 
the continuation of taxation as pres. 
ent would virtually compel some of 
the churches of the province to close 
their doors, « delegation representing 
four religious denominations asked 
the municipal committee this morning 
fo exempt church sites from taxation 
They urged an amendment to the 
Municipal Act relieving sites of chur- 
ches from assessment, but taxing all 
other church property 

The denominations represented 
were the Anglican, Catholic, Presby- 
terian and Methodist Their chiet 
grounds for applying for exemption 
Were that the churehes were not 
money making concerns, that they de- 
rived no revenue from the chureh 
sites and that they could not afford 
to pay taxes on the land and could 
not sell the property in order to 
move elsewhere 

In Opposing the application, Mr 
J. W. Whitely, of Vancouver, repre 
seating the (Loyal Grand Lodge, and 
a member of the Baptist church, held 
that the majority of the people had 
expressed their opposition to exemp 
tion The objectors had included 
prominent clerical men who had pro 
tested against the movement in Van 
couver ve years ago as well as civic 


and religious bodies, He opposed the

The people of the city will be 
interested in learning from a de- 
bate in the legislature that there 
was a deal between the Northern 
Alberta company and the Pelican 
company by which the latter was, 
under certain conditions, to be- 
come possessed of the gas tran 
chise granted to the formey com 
pany by the city. It seems to 


be getting quite the rage to 
try to acquire city franchises 
by ways that are dark and 
by tricks that are peeuliar— 
with the assistance of the 
provincial legislature. The at 


tempt to railroad the hydro deal 
through the House without regard 
to either the taxpayers of the city 
ov the provisions of the city char- 
ter was a move in the same diree- 
tion. To the credit of the legisla- 
ture the gas attack was headed off 
and there is & chatiee yet that the 
hydro proposal will be sent along 
to the taxpayers for final ratifica- 
tion or rejection. 


The people of the city, of course, 
have no more merey to expect 
from the Northern Alberta Gas 
company than they would have 
from the Pelican. vompany. Nev- 
ertheless there will be satisfaction 
that the legislature turned down 
the bill by which the ,Pelican 
would have attained power to 
squeeze the city gas franchise out 
of the Northern company. The 
publie have a natural and very 
proper inclination to know who 
they are dealing with where a 
franchise is concerned, Also a 
predisposition against traffie in 
franchises without consent of the 
payers. Also the ‘people of the 
city want gas—and there ‘was a 
possibility that under the powers 
asked for the promoters of the 
Pelican bill would have been able 
to hold up the operations of the 
Northern company watil that con- 
cern came through with satisfac. 
tory concessions. 

The provincial legislature ecan- 
not afford to have the impression 
spread that it can be used as a 
donkey engine to pull and haul in 
the interests of corporations or 
promoters who fall out over the 
division of the spoils, or that 
yeason the members are to be con- 
gratulated on having in committee 
thrown out the bill of the Pelican 
company asking for powers that 
would have enabled it to put the 
gqueeze upon the company holding 
a gas franchise from the city of 
Edmonton. That seemingly was 
the only power the bill would have 
ecouterred that was worth any- 
thing. The demand for gas in the 
towns north of Edinonton is not 
jJarge, and the supposition that 
the company wanted to go into 
business for the purpose of sup- 
plying that demand is ridiculous, 
That was the only other conceiv- 
able purpose the bill had other 
than that of giving the Pelican a 
grip ou the Northern to make 
them let go the city gas franchise 
ov otherwise ‘‘come across,”’

esses approved, The present fran- 
chise provisions of city charters 
and of the Towns act require a 
two-thirds vote of the burgesses 
to ratify a franchise deal, If this 
safety margin bad been cut down 
iu the case of these two companies 
it could not have been maintained 
as against other gas companies; 
and if the standard were lowered 
in the‘case of gas why not of elec- 
tricity, Water ,or any other sort of 
franchise a company might see fit 
to try to get hold of? The clause 
in question may not have been in- 
tended to have any wider influ- 
ence than the application of these 
two bills. But in effee¢ it would 
have been the thin end of the 
wedge that would have loosened 
the grip of the taxpayers of every 
municipality in the province upou 
every franchise they possess, The 
legislature deserves thanks for 
having killed the effect by killing 
the bills introducing the cause. 


Some of Sw Robert. Borden’s 
parlaimentary supporters think it 
would be a good scheme to form 
a coalition government at this 
stage of the proceedings, So it 
would be—for Sir Robert and the 
party that has to answer for the 
last two years. 


It will be time enough to talk 
coalition govermnent in Canada 
when the coalition government of 
Great Britain has shown that a 
mixture of oil and water is an 
improvement on both. And when 
the Borden Government has shown 
that it has anything to put into a 
coalition other than an aecumula- 
tion of liabilities. 


If the parliamentary supporters 
of Sir Robert Borden jare con- 
vineed that he cannot earry on the 
business of the country efficiently 
and ereditably they know what 
their duty to their country, their 
party and themselves requires 
them to do. Lf they were not con- 
vineed of that they would not be 
proposing to share the prestige— 
and patronage—with the opposing 
party. 


The Borden ministry could put 
nothing into a coalition govern- 
aad but their talents and their 
record. And if the record made 
by their talents is such that their 
parliamentary supporters have 
lost faith in them, said talents and 
record do not constitute a working 
capital that would be of any ad- 
vantage to the other party to the 
proposed coalition, When repre- 
sentatives of the present Govern- 
ment want to coalesce with the 
opposition it is a pretty shfe sign 
that the government is bankrupt, 
and therefore not worth coalescing 
with, 


It may be that a eoalition 
government would be an improve- 


ment on the Borden government 
}as an executive ageney of the 
public. It would have to be no 


great success to be that, But the 
gain in administrative efficiency 
would be off-set by the introdue- 
tion of divided counsel as to what 
should be the aim of public policy 
and how to attain it. Coalition 
governments on either side of the 
Atlantic have been larger jin the 
output of disappointment than of 
achievement. If the Borden gov- 
ernment cannot function as a gov- 
ernment it should get out,
